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ABSTRACT OF RETURNS RELATING TO THE TAXING OFFICES OF THE 



To make the Return as required by the Order of the House of Commons, the interval from 
the day of the lodgment of the bill (or more properly from the day for which the summons to tax 
issued) “ anil being certified,” would require tables containing the particulars of 7,479 bills to be 
abstracted ; and the Taxing Masters have not sufficient assistance to enable them to have such a 
table made out within a reasonable time, or without suspending to a great extent the business of 
the office for an inconvenient period.

4. — “ The Number of Clerks in said Department, and their respective Duties.” 
There are Three Clerks in this Department, whose duties are as follows : 

The Chief Clerk 

Examines all costs which have been taxed previous to their being certified. Sees that all 
queries of the Taxing Masters have been discharged, and when a special certificate is directed by 
the Taxing Master, that the draft of the certificate has been previously approved of by the Master. 
Sees that the proper stamp duty is on the certificate. Sees that the amount of the costs as certi- 
fied is entered in the Taxing Master’s book, and that the certificate and the particulars thereof be 
entered in the proper certifying book of the office. 

The Second Clerk 

Receives all the bills of costs, orders, decrees, requisitions, and Rolls certificates lodged in the 
office, and enters the date of the receipt of each in the proper book ; also receives the ei°-bt-day 
notices of costs lodged, and attaches a copy thereof to the bill of costs in the office, and marks on 
the bill the name of the Taxing Master in the cause if it he an old one, or, if not, marks on the 
bill that it is a new case, and also marks and sends it to the proper Taxim» Master in rotation • 
also issues and enters in the Taxing Masters’ books all summonses issued. ^Prepares the day lists 
of the three Taxing Masters for publication in the legal diary ; prepares the annual returns made 
to the Lord Chancellor, and also any returns required by Parliament or other authority, and 
enters in a book all official letters, and all the answers and returns made in reply thereto. 

The Third Clerk 

Indexes, for purpose of reference, all the court books of the three Taxing Masters ; indexes 
the books of bills of costs; also indexes all other books requiring an index : makes up the totts of 
the bills lodged and certified, monthly ; keeps and totts the books which strike the Taxing Masters 
xn rotation, to equalise their duties ; also totts and makes it up weekly, and enters in tSe receipt 
books the date of i93uing each summons, and the day for which it issued, and in like manner the 
date of each certificate signed by any of the Taxing Masters. 



5- — " The Hours of the Taxing Masters in Term and Vacation, with the Salaries of each.” 

From half-past ten until four o’clock' during term and the sittings after, or until five o’clock if 
deemed expedient, and from twelve until two o’clock each day the office is open in the long vaca- 
tion, and from twelve until three o’clock in all other vacations. But the Masters have frequently 
extended their sittings (especially in vacations) considerably beyond these hours, when there has 
been a pressure of business.

Interval between the Lodgment of same and their being Certified : 

This is set forth in the MSS. Return, as also the interval between the lodgment of same, and 
the day upon which the costs were taxed in each case. 

Number of Clerks in said Department, and their respective Duties : 

One assistant to the Taxing Officer was appointed upon the 20th day of May 1855 ; prior to 
that date the officer had not any assistant. The duties performed by such assistant are,— 

To ascertain the number of folios in the petition. 

To compare the tenancies as stated in the notices served upon the tenants, with the tenan- 
cies as set forth in the rental, and ascertain the number of folios in such notices, and to 
extract from the affidavits of service of those tenants the dates and numbers of services 
of such notices. 

To ascertain the length of each deed stated upon the abstract of title, and length of such 
abstract. 

To ascertain the number of folios in the rental. 

To distinguish for the Taxing Officer, from the Final Schedule of Incumbrances, those 
items upon which nothing is admitted to be due, and those upon which payments are 
to be made, and to settle those several charges in the costs, subject to the objection of 
the solicitors, and ultimate decision of the Taxing Officer thereupon. 

To vouch the receipts for payments of newspaper advertisements, after the officer has 
assessed the proper sums to be allowed ; and lastly, to enter the particulars of certified 
costs in a book for that purpose, and to page and index those bills when bound in 
volumes. 

Hours of said Master in Term and Vacation : 

From ten until five o’clock daily, both Taxing Officer and his assistant attend throughout the 
year, except from the first week in August to the 10th of October, being the long vacation, 
during which time the Taxing Officer attends only once a week, from twelve until three 
o’clock. 

Salaries of each, and of the other Officers in said Department : 

Taxing Officer, 700 1. per annum. 

His assistant, 250 f per annum.
